HADERA, Israel — An apparent 
suicide bomb claimed by Islamic 
opponents of Israel-Palestinian peace 
talks ripped through a bus jammed 
with soldiers and_ civilians 
Wednesday, killing six people and 
wounding 28. 

Senior officials warned that two 
such attacks in a week could mean the 
start of a gruesome pattern that would 
be difficult to combat. Militant 
Islamic groups vowed they would 
carry out at least three more suicide 
bombings as revenge for the Feb. 25 
Hebron mosque massacre. 

Officials reacted quickly to try to 


. reassure the Israeli public, whose sup- 


port for the peace talks is largely 
based on the belief they will bring 
security inside Israel’s pre-1967 bor- 
ders. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin sent 
more troops to seal off the occupied 
Gaza Strip and the West Bank, where 
authorities believe the bomb was con- 
structed, but said he would continue 
with peace talks even in the face of 
future attacks. 

The morning explosion at the cen- 
tral bus station in this coastal city 
midway between Tel Aviv and Haifa 
reverberated across the country at the 


start of an extended holiday weekend, 
when Israel first mourns its 17,955 
war dead on Remembrance Day and 
then celebrates its 1948 creation on 
Independence Day. 

Police said they suspect a West 
Bank Palestinian either rigged the 
explosives to his body or carried them 
in a bag and ignited them after climb- 
ing in the back door of the public bus, 
which stops repeatedly on its route 
from Tiberius across the country to 
Tel Aviv. 

A second bomb left on a bench out- 
side the bus was timed to go off at 11 
a.m., when sirens sounded nationwide 
for two minutes in memory of the war 
dead and virtually everyone stands at 
attention. It was exploded harmlessly 
by police. 

Bus passengers said someone out- 
side had noticed an abandoned black 
bag, suspected it contained a bomb, 
and was yelling at the driver to move 
the bus when the bomb inside the 
vehicle went off. 

Blood, flesh, glass and burning 
metal flew in all directions. 

One body fell against the back door, 
the victim’s blood streaming through 
the broken windows down the side of 
the bus and pooling on the hot 
asphalt. 

Police said five of the six people 
killed, including the attacker, had

Cottonwood Canyon only has a two- 
lane road, which would need to be 
expanded if Olympic activities were 
to be held there. 

As a result, the slalom, giant slalom 
and freestyle events will be held in 
Park City, which is accessible by a 
six-lane freeway. 

Other concerns that*people have 
expressed are that facilities built for 
the Olympics will be too expensive to 
maintain, and that Utahns will not 
receive a good return on their tax 
money. 

Addressing those concerns, the 
committee has earmarked $40 million 
to aid in maintaining the buildings 
after the Olympics are over. 

The government would not be 
responsible for the buildings after the 
Olympics, so they wouldn’t be 
responsible for any costs they might 
incur, Hunter said. And the facilities 
will be operated by a non-government 
foundation, so the government will 
not be responsible for any potential 
costs, 

“They would probably belong to a 
private foundation,” Hunter said.

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ACLU gets ready for lawsuit 


against Y’s new housing policy 


Suits against apartment complexes also possible

The American Civil Liberties Union has three people 


researching its forthcoming lawsuit 
against BYU for the University’s hous- 
ing policy that separates students from 


“non-students. 


“We are still in the process of 
researching, and at this point we intend 
to go forward,” said Kathryn Kendall, 
ACLU staff attorney. 

The ACLU announced its intentions 
to sue BYU last September when the 
University formulated a new off-cam- 
pus housing policy that would segre- 
gate students and non-students. 

The policy will go into effect this 
September and most apartment com- 
plexes have already decided whether 
they will provide separate buildings for 
students and non-students or if they 
will accommodate only one group. 

The ACLU has three non-students 
who will act as plaintiffs in the case 


_and is trying to recruit others. 


The organization is also researching 
the legal aspects of the matter. 


“The most important thing is to make sure claims are 
solidly grounded and that we have all the information nec- 
essary to substantiate our claims,” Kendall said. 

Kendall said she suspects BYU is anticipating litigation. 
“They expect that their policy is sound, but I would dis- 


agree with that.” 


BYU spokesman Brent Harker said the University’s poli- 
cy is indeed sound and has “no weak spots.” 
If the case comes to court, the University is well pre- 


pared, he said. 


“We are not interested in trying this case in the media,” 


he said.

she does not feel threatened by a possible lawsuit. 

In addition, Davis said the complex is not having a diffi- 
cult time filling its apartments with students. 

“We are two months ahead of how we were last year,” 
she said, referring to contract sales. 


The ACLU has not determined whether it will sue BYU, 


the housing CMe or both, Kendall 
said. 

But most apartment complex- 
es that have opted to house only stu- 
dents are not concerned about the pos- 
sible lawsuit and don’t seem to have 
suffered because of the policy. 

Regency Apartments, which 
will house only students in the fall, has 
had no problems getting tenants. 

“It hasn’t affected us at all 
because we are so close to campus and 
we usually fill up with mostly students 


anyway,” said Shannon McCrary, man- ” 


ager of the all-women complex. 

She said one woman, the sis- 
ter of a student, was worried until she 
realized that: BYU’s broad definition of 
a student included siblings. 

McCrary said she is not con- 
cerned about the threat of a lawsuit. 
“BYU has really stood behind us and 
we are not concerned at all.”

The Islamic Resistance Movement, 
or Hamas, claimed responsibility for 
the attack, saying it was to avenge the 
deaths of 30 Palestinian worshipers 
killed by a Jewish settler at the 
mosque in Hebron. 

Mohammed Nazzal, the Hamas rep- 
resentative in Jordan, said the group’s 
military wing, Izzeddin Al-Qassam 
Brigades, was responsible and had 
vowed a total of five attacks to 
avenge the mosque massacre. 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat con- 
demned Wednesday’s attack. “These 
attacks target only the innocents, on 
both sides, Israelis and Palestinians, 
and serve only to hit at the heart of 
the peace process,” Arafat said in 
Strasbourg, France. 

Israeli-Arabs were among s the vic- 
tims in both Wednesday’s attack and 
the suicide car bomb on April 6 that 
killed seven Israelis and wounded 45 
in the northern town of Afula. 

Israel has closed its borders to all 
1.8 million Palestinians in the occu- 
pied territories since the April 6 
attack. 


‘Tobacco companies 
reluctantly release 
top-secret list of 
cigarette additives

WASHINGTON — Under 
intense pressure from Congress, . 
the nation’s biggest tobacco com- 
panies released a top-secret list of 

chemicals in cigarettes on 
_ Wednesday. 

“We really don’t know the 
health effects of smoking a ciga- 

_ fette with a very specific quantity 
_of chemicals added in a specific. 
combination,” said Rep. Ron 

Wyden, D-Ore. 
__ ‘Its disingenuous at best to con- 
_tend the absence or presence of 
certain chemicals means that ciga- 
_reltes are safe,” said Victor 
_Zonana, spokesman for the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services. 

“We ve been misunderstood, 
misrepresented and we want the 
American public to know there is - 

mot any misrepresentation,” said 
Dr. Robert Suber, a toxicologist 
for RJ. Reynolds, which spear 
headed the unveiling __ 
“We decided the noise level got 
to the point where we had to put 
__ those concerns about trade sec: 
aside” added Reynolds 
spokesman David Fischel. 

__ The release came one day before 
a congressional hearing on the 
content of cigarettes and whether 
the Food and Drug Administration 
should regulate them as drugs. __ 

Key to FDA's decision is prov-

On 
Wednesday's list of additives is 
tobacco extract, which contains a 
small amount of nicotine. Suber

“My favorite dinner is 
the lasagna from Stouffers,” Hampton 
said. “Everybody likes the lasagna.” 

BYU, who supplies te shelter with 
much of their food, donates whatever 
wrapped vending foods have expired 
or are close to the expiration date. 
“Histgrically we’ ve been throwing it 
away,” said Sam Brooks, director of 
BYU Food Services. 

They sometimes pull food shortly 
before the expiration date and bring it 
to the shelter, Brooks said. “That is 
usually milk and juices, chips, candy 
bars, bagels, and sometimes sand- 
wiches and salads,” he said. “One of 
the rules we follow is that it must be 
wrapped.”

They have to watch the rules 
imposed by the Health Department, 
Brooks said. “If we do not follow the 
rules that they have prescribed, we 
will not be able to donate food any- 
more.” 

“We do it just as a humanitarian 
thing. We have been over there and 
see the folks as they line up — it is 
really a tough site,” Brooks said: 

The Health Department inspects all 
food establishments selling for the 
public in Utah County. 

“Usually food that is left at the end 
of night has been at various tempera- 
ture changes so it cannot be given 
away,” said Deanna Farley, an envi- 
ronmental health scientist over the 
HealthDepartment food program. 

However, this food could be stored, 
reheated and sold the next day, she 
said. 

The problem with giving this food 
to a shelter, Farley said, is that it takes 
a lot of time. 

“The big thing we’re concerned with 


is preparation time and holding time,” 


Farley said. 

“Temperatures get in the danger 
zone a lot,” Farley said. “The critical 
list of food varies.” 

Food people should concern. them- 
selves with items that will mold, she 
said. 

‘Donuts normally aren’t known for 
causing much food-born illness; 
bagels aren’t as dangerous either.”

Relocating the soup kitchen for the homeless in downtown Provo to a larg- 
.| er location is a good move despite the obstacles. 
; About two months ago, a petition was instigated against the Food and 
_ Shelter Coalition arguing that by moving the Provo soup kitchen from 55 W. 
200 North to 105 E. 100 N., a residential neighborhood will be disrupted. 
The petition is based on the assumption that the soup kitchen will attract 
“vagrants and criminals” to the calm, peaceful-living atmosphere of the resi- 
, dential area. However, the petitioners don’t realize that the kitchen will not 
| increase crime. It is not a haven for “vagrants and criminals,” it is simply a 
place to feed those in need. 
Due to over-crowding factors, the soup kitchen itself is only moving about 
a block away form its current location and simply wants more room to serve 
those who, in unfortunate circumstances, are not able to serve themselves. 
There seems to be a misguided mentality that by cramming the homeless, 
needy and unfortunate into a small house deep in Provo they might not be 
noticed. Some have the attitude that if they are not noticed, there must not 
be a problem. 
It’s a shame, as residents of Provo, we are unwilling to act out the 
Christian morals that we, as a community, claim we have. 
_ The main arguments of the petitioners is that the move will “endanger 
‘ women and children that live and work in the area, create parking problems 
and cause property value to drop,” but this argument is short-sighted. It does 
not take into consideration the needs of those less fortunate.

The day before this accident, I was in the 
process of arranging for an executive from my 
automobile insurance company to lecture on 
campus. I told him about the Honor Code and 
the principle which make this campus unique.

Instead, this 
executive is impressed with our students and 
looking forward to his visit. 

Any good auto body shop can restore a dent, 
but a lack of integrity is not so easily painted 
over.

Canada has the opportunity of 
becoming an important world influ- 
ence if it doesn’t fall apart first, said a 
former Canadian prime minister 
Wednesday during an International 
Forum sponsored by Canadian 
Studies and the Kennedy Center for 
International Studies. 

The Right Honorable Joe Clark, 
who was prime minister of Canada 
from 1979 to 1980, made his remarks 
and answered questions from a mostly 
Canadian audience during his lecture 
entitled, “Challenges Facing Canada.” 

“Canada’s international tolerance is 
a characteristic the world needs more 
of,” Clark said. 

Ever since the battle of the Plains of 
Abraham in 1759, when the English 
defeated the French but allowed the 
French to keep their language, cus- 
toms and traditions, Canada has been 
a center of diversity, Clark said.

“Probably the name that would: be 
adopted is the Utah Sports 
Foundation,” Hunter said. 

For some buildings ownership after 
the Olympics will not be a problem 
because the existing facilities are 
already owned and operated in Utah. 

Additional opposition to the 
Olympics comes from people who 
simply don’t want the government to 
have any role in their lives. They find 
a bid for the Olympics to be one form 
of interference, Hunter said. 

He referred to them as “tax protest- 
ers,” adding that “we’ve got quite a 
number of those in Utah, probably a 
disproportionate amount.” 

The committee has not ignored 
these people entirely, however. It has 
earmarked $60 million for the state of 
Utah. ' 

This money will essentially be used 
to buy the facilities, Hunter said. That 


way, even though the government - 


would help build the facilities, money 
would be returned to the government, 
benefitting Utah taxpayers. 

Perhaps as a result of the commit- 
tee’s efforts, many Utahns favor host- 
ing the Olympics, according to a 
March survey by Dan Jones and 
Associates for KSL and Deseret 
News. 

The survey showed that 47 percent 
of Utahns strongly favor Utah spon- 
sorship of the 2002 Olympics, and 17 
percent strongly oppose it. 


“We find in research, that as long as - 
the ratio of those who strongly favor” 
something over those who strongly ~ 
oppose it is at least two to one, they'll 
probably get (what they want) if 
there’s a referendum or something,” 
Dan Jones said. 

“The somewhat favor and somewhat 
oppose people are more fluid” in their 
opinions, he said. x 

Eleven percent of Utahns fall into 
the “somewhat oppose” category, 
while 22 percent somewhat favor it 
and four percent aren’t sure. 

The survey, which involved 600 
Utah adults had a margin of error of 
plus-or-minus 4 percent and was con- 
ducted on March 2 and 3. 

Despite the opposition, however, the 
Olympic Bid Committee hopes that 
bringing the Olympics to Utah will 
have a positive effect, drawing every~. . 
One in the community together,;; 
Hunter said. > 

Anciently, all wars would stop when 
it was time for the Olympics, Hunter 
said. A similar thing happened in 
Norway, he said. f 

“You may have noticed how that? 
brought that whole country together,” 
he said. “That’s what we’re after.” 

Many of the facilities that the 
Olympics will use have already been _ 
built, and those that will probably be 
built, such as the ice rink in Provo, 
are expected to serve the community. - 
long after the Olympics are gone, 
Hunter said.

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Cease-fire shattered by fighting in Rwanda

KIGALI, Rwanda — Government troops and 
rébel. soldiers traded artillery fire and fought street 
by street in downtown Kigali Wednesday as Tutsi 
rebels pushed to capture Rwanda’s capital. 

A midday cease-fire was shattered in the after- 
noon by mortar fire and gun battles. By nightfall, 
five mortar rounds were falling each minute during 
a battle for a building near parliament and the capi- 
tal was anarchic. Mobs of marauding youths 
roamed in commarfdeered cars. 

The U.N.. Security Council was to meet behind 
closed doors later Wednesday in New York to con- 
sider pulling its 2,500 peace- es out of the 
Central African nation. 

Foreigners have nearly completed their exodus, 
emptying Kigali of almost all but international 
relief workers and the battling government troops 
and Tutsi rebels. 

As many as 20,000 mainly Tutsi fighters of the 
rebel Rwanda Patriotic Front began moving into the 
city Tuesday, reinforcing small groups already in 
the capital. 

A fragile cease-fire between the Hutu-dominated 
army and the Tutsi rebels fell apart in the ethnic 
fighting that followed the president’s death in a 


plane crash last week. 

A joint International Red Cross and Doctors 
Without Borders convoy of nine vehicles carrying 
two surgical.teams and 25 tons of medical supplies 
reached Kigali from Bujumbura, the capital of 
neighboring Burundi. Later Wednesday, the Red 
Cross began feeding Rwandan refugees in Kigali. 

The relief convoy was the first to reach the blood- 
soaked capital since the bloodshed erupted. 

Doctors Without Borders field officials said 
150,000 to 200,000 people are fleeing in every 


direction from central Rwanda to seek safety in 


Zaire, Burundi, Tanzania and Uganda. 

“Many, many people have been killed,” said 
Phillippe Gaillard, head of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross in Kigali. “Everyone is 
fighting here. The army is fighting the RPF (rebels). 
Part of the civilian population is fighting against the 
other part of the civilian population. The people are 
fighting against their own brothers, and this is very 
sad.” 

A heavily armed column of Belgian troops res- 
cued 18 foreigners Wednesday from the Ndere psy- 
chiatric hospital north of the airport. 

As the convoy arrived, 500 ethnic Tutsi refugees 
camped in one of the compound’s buildings rushed 
out with their hands up, pleading for help. 


They were left behind, along with 200 mentally ill 
Rwandans living in the hospital? 

Army troops and rebel soldiers engaged in mortar 
duels in the center of Kigali, and fired at each other 
over the international airport. The army appeared to 
be low on ammunition, said Capt. Eric Millet, a 
French officer. 

A Belgian military spokesman said a cease-fire 
went into effect at midday, but within hours, spo- 
radic fighting and mortar fire had erupted, then 
intensified. By nightfall, the city was in anarchy. 

En route to the airport, reporters saw a stack of 
about 20 bodies with gruesome wounds in an alley. 

Members of a provisional government have 
already fled for the countryside. 

U.N. Secretary-General Boutros Boutros-Ghali 
outlined several options to the Security Council ina 
written report Wednesday, including closing down 
peacekeeping operations in Kigali and elsewhere. 

French, Polish, Bangladeshi, Senegalese, Ghana 
and Belgian troops are among those still in Rwanda. 

Foreign Minister Willy Claes of Belgium told 
Boutros-Ghali on Tuesday that his country wanted 
to withdraw from the U.N. peacekeeping force in 
Rwanda. 

Ten Belgian peacekeepers have ‘been killed in 
Rwanda. 


Provo River fish electroshocked in wildlife study

Fish in the Provo River received a 
shock this weekend — literally. 

Biologists studying the travel pat- 
terns of fish in the area between the 
Deer Creek Dam and the Olmsted 
Diversion electroshocked fish as a 
means of capturing and studying 
them, said Scott Root, information 
manager at the Springville office of 
the Division of Wildlife Resources. 

“What happens is we’ll have about 
_ five biologists in a line across the 
river holding metal rods with a loop 
across it,” Root said. “They will place 
that in the water and it will jolt the 
fish momentarily, just enough so they 
will surface.” 

“The electric current in the water 
causes the fish’s muscles to contract 
so that it swims toward the positive 
electrode,” added Doug Sakaguchi, a 
Division of Wildlife Resources biolo- 
gist. 

“Tt temporarily shocks the fish and 
then we’re able to collect the fish,” he 
said. 

Although electroshocking fish is a 
relatively safe procedure, it can cause 
harm to the fish, Sakaguchi said. 

“Sometimes it can harm the fish,” 
he said. “We try to be as careful as 
possible.” 

He said possible harms to the fish 
include rupturing the spine and hem- 
orrhaging muscle tissue. 

Electroshocking is, however, the 
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most effective means of studying fish, 
Sakaguchi said. Although fish can be 
captured by fishing, it isn’t a very 
effective method, he said. 

He added that fish can be studied by 
snorkeling, but they cannot be cap- 
tured. 

Electroshocking allows biologists to 
capture the fish so they can be mea- 
sured, weighed and tagged. 

The tag is a “small little plastic wire 
placed behind the dorsal fin,” Root 
said. 

“It doesn’t hurt the fish,” Root 
added. “It’s kind of like piercing your 
ear.” 

Root warned anglers not to be 
alarmed when they see the tags. 

“We don’t want someone to see the 
tag and think they have caught the 
$1,000 prize fish,” Root said. 

Biologists will use the tags to study 
if the fish move down the river when 
oxygen levels drop during the sum- 
mer, Sakaguchi said. 

“Tn the summer the Deer Creek River 
stratifies so there’s no mixing of the 
bottom level of the water,” he said. 
“As the water progresses downstream 
it mixes with the air so it doesn’t 
affect the fish.” 

Tags were placed on mostly large 
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brown trout, Root said. 
Sakaguchi said the stretch of the 
Provo River where the fish were 


tagged and studied restricts anglers to 


keeping two fish per day. The fish 
must also be under 15 inches and can- 
not be rainbow or cutthroat trout — 
they must be brown trout. 

Root said most of the brown trout 
receiving tags were larger than 15 
inches. 
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“There were some beautiful, big 
brown trout,” Root said. 

The fish are so large because of the 
restrictions placed on anglers, 
Sakaguchi said. 

“The reason the fish are over 15 
inches is because we have those spe- 
cific regulations,” Sakaguchi said. 
“Anglers release most of the fish so 
they do have a chance to STOW larg- 
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ae Trafalga, there’s 
something for everyone 
in your family to enjoy.
